In tho course ot a ruthor romnrkablo 
article on the bubject of a common achool 
syatom, our evening contemporary bus 
fallen into eovoral inuccuraoios, aud has 
made some vutbor unwarrantable atato- 
ments. . Ho cauaot uDderstaod bow we

can uphold tho mixed system, and fays 
he knows of no country in which, ia prin- 
ci|,le, it is approved. If, by tho mixed 
syntcra is meant that under which tho 
cost o( common school education ii paid 
in part from Stato revonuos, and in purt 
from local sourooa, we have only to say 
that the grounds upon which we uphold 
that syBtom have been ho oftOD and so 
folly Btatod that we cannot tbiok it d«o- 
easary torflcapitnlale them here. Whoro 
education is wiiolly at the expon»o of 
ilioSmio, wo conceive compulsory at- 
tendance at school, as in Pius-ia, to be 
necessary; und wo mLllatitPOpfesB that 
wo are not prepared .to^.advocate the 
compulsory flyfc\tom in a colony^ repro- 
soniing such ft ' variety of nationality 
and religioaa holiet. Whatever may bo 
said ir favor of that principle as applied 
to Bomo Earopoan countries, we would 
be disposod to regaid its applio&tion to 
a commuaiiy like this as an arbitrary 
and unjustifiable iatorforenca with the 
rights of the subject, if our contempo- 
rary is really honyat — and wo would 
1)0 scrry to question liif li'nesly — in 
asserting that ho knows of uo country 
where what ho terms tbo otixed system 
is ai)proved, we bog to refer him to 
Canada— bis own native country, wo 
b.'lievo-7-wberej as we stated on rial*. 
nrday,the principle porinoatus tho whole 
Hjstew), and has be<-n alluded to with 
prido by tho bead of that system, as 
onoofits meat worthy obf^racteristioa;) 
Our contemporary declines to believe 
■Jiut liio Canadian school syatena 'ia tho 
most porlect educational system in the 
world ;' and, he soeks to fortify his po- 
buion by relurrinij to Dr. llyerson's 
mission lo Europe, and that gentleman's 
expressed opinion that tho Prussian 
system of education was the most per- 
fect. Ia thin our contemporary tollB 
the truth, but not the whole truth. Dr. 
ilyeraon was comraisaioned by tho 
(Jttuadian Government to travel through 
Europe, and examine the best systems 
of education, with a view to conftruct- 
ing a better one from them all. On his 
return tbe Dootoc: didj state it aa bis 
opinion that Prussia po'seieBed the most 
perfect nysteni; l)ot he took occasion 
at the same lime lo point out the inad- 
apiability ot that system lo a mixed com- 
munity suoh as that lound iu Canada. 
Ue set bimseif to work, and, taking 
the beat parts of all the syslemSi con- 
structed one preanmably superior to 
any. Durmg aoine tweniy years Dr. 
Ilyeraon continued to bo the executive 
Lead of that System, and the well known 
ability aud untiring atisiduity with which 
he apnliud bimseit to its improvement in 
oveiy postiblu way^ we think fully war* 
rants ut in repeating the assertion that 
it ia ' the rnc^t perfect eduoatiunal sys- 
tem in tbe world ; aud we feel all tbo 
more ireo to allude to it in these terms 
from the fact that a similar encomium was 
bestowed upon the Canadian system 
last year ia ihe Britiah Parliament, and 
that the Britiah Govsroment sent a 
Commissioner I'j study (hat ayatem, 
with a view to utilizing it m tbo con- 
struction of a national system of eduoa- 
lion at Humu. Wo have not themeana 
ol knowing whether our coulemporary is 
sincere in aaggestiag the employmeDt ot 
Government oUlcials aa school teaebera. 
It lock^ Very liken joko ; yei, as such 
it would bo u grim ouo, olfored upon a 
suijuv,\. , f sncn profuund iinpunance. 
AUogeiher, we — . disuoaod to thiuk 
thu! our evouuig coniomjj^,.,j, 
made a very unhappy attempt to dem 
with tbo great snLjeol of popular edu- 
cation, and wo fool assured that there 
will be very few persons in this colony 
disposed u» tuuik with him upou aU 
most any one ot the proposiiiona he has 
laid down. Wo need not tuy how much 
we regret this apparent diaagreocneut 
of tho preiis upon a matter ot buoh im- 
portance aa that of common achool odu- 
euiion in ihis colony, in taking leavo 
of this subject lor Uio present, wo maji 
be poMUi ted to bnggoBt whcil.or the 
eircumnance ol this aolony being about 
to become a Province of the Dominion 
of Canada doc* ooi loro'sh a additional 
argnmout in favor of i.he gradual as- 
similation of our educational institaBiona 
to those ol that country. At all events 
it will bo our true wisdom lo prolit a-t 
tar as wo can by the long experionro 
Cjiuida hiiH hiiii in this matter. Wo 
uro not likely to bo able to command 
the twenty years' services of a Doctor 
Eyeraon, in building op a By«etn alt cor 
own. Let UH avail ourselves, as far an 
we can, ot a HyHietn caroluHy coostruct- 
cd with f. view to uieotiut; conditiuns 
of n;i!iuiialily uud creed, aa well as tho 
natural circunistancos incident to a new 
country, very similar to th06ti presented 
in Briilflh Columbia.
